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PROPOSED CL AIM AMENDMENTS FOR INTERVIFW 

1 . (Currently Amended) A process for mounting a plurality of parts to a cable 
comprising: 

mounting the plurality of parts to the cable in mounted positions which pro 
i ntermodiat o botwoon -e pposit e ondc of tho cab l e and in mounted attitudes, the mounted 
positions being intermediate between opposite ends of the cable in a state wh^re the 
cable is use d, the mounted positions and the mounted attitudes being determined 
respectively for the parts, and 

marking the cable with information for the mounting of each of the parts before 
the mounting of the parts wherein the cable comprises a single unbroken member 

2. (Previously Presented) A process for mounting parts to a cable according 
to claim 1, wherein the step of marking the cable with information for mounting each of 
the parts comprises marking the cable with a name, the mounted position and the 
mounted attitude of each of the parts. 

3. (Previously Presented) A process for mounting parts to a cable according 
to claim 1 or 2. wherein the step of marking is carried out at a step of cutting the cable 
into a predetermined length. 

4. (New) A process for mounting a plurality of parts to a cable according to 
claim 1, wherein the step of mounting Comprises sliding at least one of the plurality of 
parts onto the cable. 

5. (New) A process for mounting a plurality of parts to a cable according to 
claim 1, wherein the plurality of parts are fixed to the cable at mounted positions by an 
adhesive. 
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
